A student at North Texas State University reported indor- 
sation to the Denton Police Department ; the Denton Police 
Department gave it to the Dallas Police Departments and 
the Dallas' Police Department contacted the Secret Service. 

The student informant related that a fellow student had 
ashed him and several others to drive to Dallas and talk 
with General h^lkcr. The subject and several others 
♦rent to Dallas and vert able to talk with General Walker. 
They were invited to return to Dallas for the U.S. Day 
Rally , and later for Ambassador Stevenson 1 3 visit. The 
subject is supposed to have been present when the 
Ambassador was spat upon. 

The Dallas field office made an investigation. 

The subject told the informant that something was being 
planned for President Kennedy when he visited Dallas 
on November 22, 1963* 

Pictures were obtained of the subject and others of the 
group, and were provided all security personnel (Trade 
mart, behind the head table, etc.).

No threats ware made. The subject is alleged to have 
made derogatory remarks, to the effect that he and 

others planned to "rub the President’s d in the 

ground." 

ACTION: All security units were alerted and pictures provided. 



SUBSEQUENT 

ACTIVITY: 



Investigation completed on December 12, 1963, by the 
Dallas office in Denton, Texas. Subject believed not 
to have been involved in any incident concerning the 
visit of President Kennedy. Subject placed in "trip 
file" for attention on any future trips. 



Discussion of these three pages from Exhibit 762 begins on p.169. Other relevant text 
begins on p.163. With the extremist former general a witness, this matter was not in- 
vestigated. The alleged presence of the "subject" during the infamous attack on an 
American ambassador was also deemed immaterial. Nothing was done about this threat to 
the President, but when a black man uses a ghetto phrase, as did David Hilliard, San 
Francisco Black Panther leader, he is arrested. The difference seems to be between 
white southerners and a "liberal" President and a Black Panther and a "conservative" 
President - and an official policy to wipe out the Black Panthers.

Daring investigation, subject denied making a statement 
about any incident planned for the forthcoming visit 
of President Kennedy. He alleged to be a former member 
of the "Klan" in Arkansas and the National States 
Rights Party, and is presently a member of the John 
Birch Society. 



Nothing vias developed to indicate that the subject 
should be considered dangerous to the President. 



ACTION: No further action deemed necessary. 



SUBSEQUENT 

ACTIVITY: None — case closed II/6/63. 

STATUS ON 

11/22/63: Case remained closed. 



(How the attitudes and beliefs of some Texas students are extremist-conditioned 
is illuminated in an 11/2/66 UPI dispatch from Dallas, reporting parents of 
high-school students planned to "lodge an official protest" with the school 
board because children were compelled to view a John Birch Society propaganda 
film entitled, with a Goebbels touch, "Civil Riots, U.S.A." It presents 
Georgia's ax-handle governor as heroic, King and other civil rights leaders 
as "Communists". The film, described by protesting parents as having "highly 
inflammable racial and political overtones", was selected and forced on stu- 
dents by Principal Dr. Robert Harris "to build up respect for authority". 

With Birch propaganda part of compulso ry education in Tex as, it is perhaps 

possible to understand the conditioning to which these Denton students had 
been subjected.) 



Denton is close to Dallas, where the President was murdered. In this version, the direct 
quote is cleaned up. With the Dallas police having penetrated the extremist group, the 
Secret Service nonetheless prefers the denial of the man said to have made the threat 
(would one expect anything else?) and, on the basis of no apparent investigation, has as 
its "Evaluation of Degree of Danger", none. No doubt, this conclusion was more easily 
reached because the John Birch Society is deemed more respectable than the Klan - and 
the Secret Service was aware of no fewer than four National States Rights Party threats 
of that identical period.

ORIGIN: Information received telephonically from FBI Headquarters, 

Washington, D.C. 

DETAILS: Subject interviewed by FBI on November 11;, i?63, and 

stated that he is a member of the Ku Klux Klanj that 
during his travels throughout the country, his sources 
have told him that a militant group of the National 
States Rights Party plans to assassinate the President 
and other high-level officials. He stated that he does 
not believe this is planned for the near future, but he 
does believe the attempt will be made. 

Subject was arrested on September 30, 1963, in Piedras 
Negras, Mexico, with two other men for stealing three 
automobiles. Information developed by the F3I indicates 
that the subject was attempting to make some sort of 
deal with them for his benefit in the criminal case 
now pending against him. There was no information 
developed that would indicate any danger to the President 
in the near future or during his trip to Texas. As of 
January 27, 196!;, subject was still incarcerated pending 
Federal court action.

This is the perfection in Secret Service "evaluation" and reasoning. Because the man 
who overheard the threat was in jail, "he was considered to be of no danger". The 
NSRPers making the threat? No mention of them. And the Secret Service and the FBI 
knew one of them took credit for the assassination. The wonder is that any President 
survives his "protectors", their "evaluations", and the investigations they do not make. 
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
